SIMCOK ONTARIO,

Your Committee have made a complete inspection of the System 
ot County, Roads, and find that very considerable damage has occurred, 
due to the frost conditions during the winter and the spring break-up. 
After serious consideration your Committee reported to you that the 
By-Law passed in the January session was insufficient to carry on 
a program of roads as we believe the taxpayers of this County desire. 
And as you have approved an increase of money raised by the County 
equivalent to an amount equal to one-half mill, it will be necessary 
to pass an amending by-law and submit the same to the Department 
of Highways for the approval of the Hon. Minister of Highways. 


In accordance with the Highway Improvement Act, certain re- 
bates are to be made to the Town of Simcoe and the Incorporated 
Villages within the County, providing that the said rebates are ex- 
pended in accordance with the provisions of the said Act. These 
rebates are calculated on a 3% mili rate. The following are the 
payments and rebates:
